IS NO ALCOHOL IN 
NEW CUBAN DRINK 
BUT HAS BIG KICK 

WASHINGTON, July 1%,—The 
Cubans are a grateful race. We 
freed them from Spain, and now 
they are going to free us from 
Volstead, according to a dispatch 
from Havana to the department 
of commerce today. 

A fnew drink, neither beer or 
whisky, nor any dopey junk, but 
a drop of which will make you 
frisky and a spoonful make you 
drunk, has been discovered by 
the new sugar college of Cuba, 
the dispatch declared. 

Scientists of the caqllege, which 
is government endowed, declare
